standing at 55.9 feet, five tenths 
of a foot higher than ever known, 
weather bureau officials did not 
consider it likely that it would go 
to 56 feet. 
It is falling at all points above 
Nashville, according to bureau re­ 
ports and the rise there has been 
only three tenths of a foot in the 
past twenty-four hours. 
Thp waters of the flooded rivor 
arc lapping lower Broadway only 
a few yards from the corner of 
Third avenue and in East Nash­ 
ville one street car track on the 
approach ’to the Woodland street 
bridge, the only open vadicut be­ 
tween the two sections, is under 
water, but the other is not and 
street cars 1 and automobiles are 
passing through without hindrance. 
The police department this morn­ 
ing turned to the business of feed­ 
ing, clothing and providing fuel 
for the jobless and homeless, of 
which there are 4,000. 
Refuges are being sent to the 
Salvation Army and to Red Cross 
this morning.

ALABAMA LEADS IN PRODUC­ 
TION OF ONE OF THE SOUTH’S 
MOST NEGLECTED CROPS 
Here’s an agricultural fact worth 
considering. It comes from a farm­ 
ing publicity sheet issued by a 
railroad that has no linens or di­ 
rect interests in Alabama farming, 
yet It pays a tribute to one of Ala­ 
bama’s most valuable farm pro­ 
ducts. Hére it is: 
“With the exception of possibly 
little over five million bushels, 
the entire sweet potato crop 
is 
produced in the Southern states. 
North Carolina, Georgia and Ala­ 
bama have tied in a sort of three- 
cornered race for the honors as our 
chief sweet potato producer. Ala­ 
bama holds the edge over a 
ten- 
year period, with North Carolina in 
second place followed closely by 
Georgia.” a ^ 
'* ■ 
The sweet potato may really be 
classed among the South’s neglect­ 
ed farm products. 
Many millions 
of bushels of the potatoes are pro­ 
duced in the South, it is true, but 
the output is far below what it 
should be. 
If the value 
of 
the 
sweet potato as a food product 
was appreciated by tbe world-at- 
large, the South would have an op­ 
portunity for producing a crop that 
w^uld be far greater in value than 
cotton and quite as useful to hu 
manity,

The fact that Alabama leads the 
South over a ten-year period in 
the production of sweet potatoes 
is encouraging, but th© other fact 
remains that Alabama does 
not 
produce anything like

We buy shipped-in sweet potatoes 
every year in 
carload,

trainload lots, whereas we should 
shim sweet potatoes to other stages 
and other lands by the trainload 
and the ship load.
